A motion was made to lay 
the new constitution on the table 
and it will be considered further 
at the ASA meeting next Tues¬ 
day night, Larry Bates, ASA 
president, said. 

A proposal was presented to 
the representatives that the 
name of the student governing 
body of UTMB shall be known 
as the Student Government. The 
three branches of government 
will be executive, legislative 
and judicial. One of the main 
revisions is the change In the 
elected officers of the ASA 
council. The revision states 
that there shall be five Instead 
of three elected officers, these 
being the president, vice presi¬ 
dent, secretary of affairs, sec¬ 
retary of finance and secretary 
of communications. An attorney 
general, appointed by the presi¬ 
dent, and approved by two- 
thirds of the senate, will serve 
with the four elected officers 
to make up the cabinet. These 
five offices will comprise the 
executive branch of government. 

The legislative powers of the 
Student Government shall be 
vested in the student senate. 
Each organization will elect 
one representative to the Stu¬ 
dent Government, called a sena¬ 
tor, who will represent his 
organization for one college 
year. 

The Student court will com¬ 
prise the judicial branch of the 
Student Government. The Stu¬ 
dent Court will be composed of 
a chief justice appointed-at- 
large other than senators or 
members of the executive 
branch by the president, and 
approved by two-thirds of the 
senate, and four associate jus¬ 
tices appointed by thepresldenf 
and approved By ■ : |he senate. 

The motion that clubs and 
organizations that are sponsors 
of the pictures of campus 
beauties for the yearbook pay 
for the cost of having them 
made failed unanimously at the 
meeting.

Women's Reservations 
Here Ahead Of Nation 

If women’s room reserva¬ 
tions as of September 1 each 
year or decade can be accept¬ 
ed as an Index to total enroU- 
ment, starting back In 1953, 
then U-T Martin Branch In 1963 
had already exceeded projected 
college and university enroll¬ 
ment for the nation In 1973. 

The projected number of 
reservations at UTMB for Sep¬ 
tember 1, 1965, is 653. This 
compares with enrollment pro¬ 
jection of 356 for colleges and 
universities of the nation for 
1973. In other words in the Xall 
of 1965, UTMB will be 83 per¬ 
cent ahead of the nation’s pro¬ 
jection for 1973. 
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Constitution Needs Study 

A note of caution should be sounded concerning 
the student government constitution that was Intro¬ 
duced at the last meeting of All Students Associa¬ 
tion. 

Although we feel this Is not the final form, 
the student government constitution will take, 
certainly It Is not too early for everyone con¬ 
cerned to begin to think about It. 

It seems that more consideration needs to be 
given to the powers that would be granted to some 
of the student officers over the other student 
officers. At least some sections are not clear 
on this point. Another point that might be con¬ 
sidered concerns the grade point averages requir¬ 
ed to hold certain offices. These seem to be 
somewhat low. Leadership needs to be of the 
highest caliber and if the constitution doesn’t 
provide for It, then the student body won’t have 
It in the future. 

All these matters need to be considered 
carefully before the constitution Is adopted in the 
final form, of course, this constitution probably 
would not go into effect until next fall but It Is 
not too early for all of us to think these things 
through.

into the devastating effects of 
the struggle between the soul 
and the flesh upon the 
organism as a whole. 

References to “Alice Doan’s 
Appeal,” “in the Hollow of 
Three Hills,” “Young Goodman 
Brown,” “The Minister’s Black 
Veil,” among his shortstorles, 
and to THE HOUSE OF SEVEN 
GABLES and THE SCARLET 
LETTER mirror psychoan¬ 
alytic truths in Hawthorne’s 
vivid fictional characters. Not¬ 
ing his amazing Insight into hu¬ 
man behavior and his symbolic 
portrayal of the intangible 
forces which are the stimuli 
of human action, the paper fur¬ 
ther gave revealing facets of 
the Hawthorne personality by 
application of the Fredulan 
measure. 

A psychic dualism in some 
of the characters suggests that 
Hawthorne is laying bare his 
own malady; in certain ordeals 
of his factional people, he may 
reflect his own suffering. The 
problem of sin and guilt and a 
tyrannical conscience appears 
and reappears in his work. In 
some of his writings this theme 
is presented in great detail and 
with monotonous recurrence. 
Can it be he is trying to cure 
himself through repetitive con¬ 
fessional writing? Examining 
his NOTES, analyzing some of 
his works, and probing into 
some of his recorded experi¬ 
ences and thoughts, one finds 
the question—What manner of 
man is this clinician Haw¬ 
thorne?—still intriguing and 
still unanswered.
